BOSTON. MASS., April 13,-Tbe ship Heronry^ 
from Port Townscnd, roporUHbat she passed' 
Pitcairn Inland January 11. Inhabitants oamei 
aboard and roportodlOS persons on tho Ulan-l] 
—fifty two males and fifty-three females. She 
took their mail, some twenty-five letter*, for 
different parta ot the world. 
: 


At long intervals an item hke tuc: 


at>ovo recalls to the piinds of a,- few otj 
the older gcneratioa of reader* a far 
more interesting romance* of the sea, 
than "Robinson Crusoe," and one which 
has—what Do Foe's immortal story has 
not—tho essential element of truth.! 
Though Byron has utilized the principal 
incident in his poem, "The Island, yet 
they are comparatively unfamiliar to 
the public of to-day, and. may be worth 
brief revival. 
Pitcairn Island is located near tno. 


southeast corner of tho great Polynesian, 
Archipelago, in the Pacilic Ocean, n 
latitude 25°, 3' 6" south, and longitude 
130° G' west. It is entirely alone mthat 
wide waste of waters, the nearest main- 
land being the coast of Chili, more than 
2,000 miles away. Its length is about 
two and a half miles, its breadth half as 
much, and the total area about one and 
a half square miles. 
Surrounded by 


rocks and reefs, with no harbor for 
laro-cr craft than boats, and a soil not 
specially productive, it would hardly bo 
mentioned even in geographies but lor 
the strnn>e history of which it is the 
center and scone. It was first discover- 
ed by Carteret in 1767, and named for 
tho ollicer who first saw it from tho 
masthead, afterward Major Pitcairn, 
who led tho British marines at the bat- 
tlo of Bunker Hill and was killed there. 


In December, 1787, the Government 


scut the ship Bounty, under command 
of Captain William Bligh, to Tivhita for 
the purpose of collecting bread-fruit 
plants, which were to be introduced 
into the West India Colonies. On the 
vovnfo from Tahiti to Jamaica a long- 
slumTjcriiig mutiny broke out, duo in a 
liu-o-o measure to the unbearable tyranny 
of Bligh, who, as tho sailors say. had 
••a genius for making a hell ulloat." 
The"leader was the 
man 
and 
acting 


Fletcher Christian, a young man 01 
•rood family, who seems to have suflcrcd 
until forbearance ceased to be a virtue. 
Bli"-h' and eighteen men who chose to 
accompany him, were set adrift in an 
open boat, ami managed to mnko their 
way in safety to Timor, an inhabited 
island 8,000 miles distant. The Bounty, 
in charge of Christian, went back to 
Tahiti, where sixteen of tho crew pre- 
ferred to remain. The rest, nine sailors, 
with six Tihitian men and twelve wo- 
men, 
after cruising around for some 


time, landed on Pitcairn island, where 
the ship was broken up and burned and 
a permanent settlement made. 
As soon 


as possible after Bligh's arrival m En- 
gland the Government dispatched tho 
Pandora sloop-of-war in search of the 
mutineers. 
Of the sixteen who had re- 


mained at Tahiti, fourteen wore cap- 
tured, of whom three were executed m. 
September, 1792; but no trace could bo 
obtained of their companions, and tho 
search was finally abandoned. 
Not 


until 1808 were they heard from by tuc 
outside world. 


In that year Captain Folger, an Amer- 


ican, touched at what ho supposed a 
desert island, and found a happy and 
prosperous little colony—oil of whom 
Bpokc English—under the leadership ol 
tho last survivor of the originaleettleTs,' 
Alexander Smith, who had changed-lus 
namo to John Adams. He was very un-, 
communicative in regard to the past, 
but admitted that tho mutineers end 
Tahitians had quarreled among them- 
Bclves and killed each other—Christian 
havin»- been murdered in his own house, 
•whiclf ho had built on a lofty peak, 
where ho could sweep with his glass 
tbo ocean, which, sooner or later, he 
feared would bring tho ministers ol 
•vcnfreance 
Adams had been converted 


from ovil ways by means of a Bible and 
prayer-book, and on these ho laid the 
foundation of reform which produced a 
Christian community in which crime 
was utterly unknown and perfect peace 
imd harmony prevailed. Folger. on his 
return, reported what he had^cen to the 
British Government, which was then too 
busy with tho Napoleonic wars to give 
the matter any attention. In 1814, how- 
ever a British vessel called at the island 
and 'found old Adams still alive and the 
controlling spirit of a devoted band 
of disciples. 
Since then tho colony 


has been, to a certain extent, under 
the patronage and protection ot i,ng- 


In'l831, tho population having out- 


n-'-own the means of subsistence, eighty- 
seven persons were transported to Tahiti; 
but, 
disliking their new home, they re- 


turned to the old one within six months. 
In 1855, the number having again be- 
come too largo, all were removed at 
their own request to Norfolk Island; but 
in 1850 two families, embracing seven- 
teen persons, went back to Pitcairn; and 
from these, with some small reinforce- 
ments, tbo present population of nlty- 
two males and fifty-three females has 
risen. They have their own code of 
laws, as primitive almost as those in the 
Garden of Eden; and complete isolation 
from the world has saved them from all 
of the world's vices and tho most of its 
miseries 
Ladv Belcher has written a 


very interesting book on "The Mutineers 
of llio Bounty*; and. strikingly enough, 
an American addition of thisbook, given 
bv a St. Louis gentleman to a sea- 
captain in tho Australian trade, gave to 
the descendants of Christian and his 
companions on Norfolk Island the first 
intelligence that their history had been 
fully published by a competent hand.— 
St. Louis Olobe-Dcmocrat.

with him a certified copy of the record of 
the Livingston county circuit court, Jan- 
uary term, 1884, referring to James M. 
Hiatt, indicted 
by the Maoou county 


grand jury for bigamy. It will be re- 
membered that Hiatt was arrested in 
Bloomington and brought here by SheriiT 
Foster. The court record was submitted 
to States Attorney Johns, and he found 
the copy to be genuine and^correot, show- 
ing that Hiatt got a divorce from his first 
wife on Jan. 7, 1884. He was married 
again in Decatnr on Jan. 14. This fore- 
noon, Mr. Hiatt, by his attorneys, Crea & 
Ewing, made application for release tinder 
bail, and on the statements made, Judge 
Smith fixed the bail, placing it at 81,000. 
The bond was instantly furnished, tho 
sureties being Samuel Powers, J. P. 
BmaUwood, B. B. Montgomery and Geo. 
W. Bright, of Deoatur, and A. M. Stu- 
der, of Peoria. Mr. Hiatt was immedi- 
ately released, and will appear in court 
on June 2d, the day set for calling oases 
on the criminal docket. No doubt the 
case against Mr. Hiatt will \ie dismissed 
on that day, and that will be the end of 
tho prosecution.

Hiatt has been the victim of spite and 
persecution, inasmuch as the Pontiao rec- 
ord shows conclusively that he is not a 
bigamist, having secured a divorce from 
his Indianapolis wife seven days before 
he wedded MissJennie Bobinson,otPekin, 
at the St. Nicholas hotel in this oity.
